Bengal, submitting the above Report with his remarks. 

The Annual Report of the Civil Veterinary Department of Bengal was 
received on the 20th of July, about 50 days Fate than the preaaritio? date. 
It contains a clear and brief account of oa epee of the Veterinary College 
during the year, the development of local veterinary institutions, the history 
of the epidemics during the year, the experiments made with the object of 
checking disease, aud the attempts made to improve the local breeds of cattle. 

2. The Veterinary College —The ‘iod of tuition now extends over three 
years, and it is satisfactory to find all those who completed the second- 
year course last year continued their studies. ‘The number of new students 
was large also; and altogether 36 pupils attended the annual examination, the 
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results of which were very creditable to the Principal and tutors, Last year 
there were no Muhammadans in the College, but no less than five have now 
completed the first-year course. age 

8. Stipends.—All the students who appeared in the annual examinations 
held stipends, 22 being provided by Government and 14 by District Boards or 
private indiyiduals, In addition valuable prizes were given to the most 
successful students by gentlemen interested in the welfare of the College. 

4, Lhe Infirmary.—The number of patients n increased, and if the 
arrangements now contemplated are completed, whereby the infirmary will be 


* yegistered under the amended Cruelty to Animals Act, and the Entally 


Glanders Hospital of the Calcutta Municipality will be transferred to the College, 
thore will be a large addition to the patients and increased Mite ai to 
the students for the observation of animal diseases. Financially the receipts 
grew from Rs. 5,878 in the previous year to Rs. 6,355, whilst in consequence of 
various economies the expenses decreased from Rs, 5,553 to Rs. 4,502. The 
surplus of Rs, 1,853, which may be taken as a partial remuneration for the 
medical services rendered, is satisfactory and typical of the practical character 
of the administration of the College. 
5. Veterinary Assistants,—As all the students of last year have continued 
their studies, the number of ed assistants has not increased. The demand 
for their services is great, and is likely to increase in the near future, as the 
scheme for the organisation of a veterinary eperieent is developed. That 
scheme contemplates the eventual provision of a dispensary in each district with 
a veterinary assistant in charge and an itinerant assistant employed in the 
interior. Already most of the District Boards haye agreed to these proposals in 
a modified form, and no doubt ultimately the success of these institutions in 
neighbouring districts will lead public opinion to insist on their adoption 
in the remainder. There will thus be for some years a steady demand for 
qualified assistants, to the best of whom will be open the prospect of employment 
on the inspecting staff which will ultimately be created. Meantime, of the 
85 men who have passed out of the Belgatchia Institution, no less than 25 
hold appointments and 6 are in private practice. Of the remainder 1 only 
has proved unsuccessful. 

6, Veterinary Dispensariss.—A detailed report of these institutions has 
been submitted by the Superintendent, from which it is gathered that some 
are successful financially and rqpreleemnuedy. and others are only partially so, 
It is inferred, however, that would have a greater chance ot success if 
they received more constant support from the local authorities and onjoyed 
the benefit of more frequent inspections by the head of the provincial depart- 
ment. Veterinary-Major Raymond’s opportunities for the inspection of outlying 
institutions were considerably lessened owing to the demands made on his time 
by the researches hoe carried on during the year with reference to rinderpest. 
The Lieutenant-Governor, while fully recognising the very valuable nature of 
these reseayches and the great ability with which they ats been prosecuted 
by Major Raymond, desires that in future they may not’ be allowed to retard 
the yery necessary duty of inspecting the work which is being done by 
yeterinary assistants outside Calcutta. 

_ _, Tbe most notable example of private generosity in connection with the 
institution of veterinary institutions is that of Kumar Rameshwar Malia and 
other gentlemen of Howrah, who haye subscribed over Rs. 30,000 for building 

_and endowing a dispensary. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that it will prove 
‘to-be- useful as to encourage other gentlemen elsewhere to follow. this 
excellent example, 

7. Outbreaks of epidémie-disease.—Much evidence was accumulated duri 
the year of the wide prevalence of glanders in Calentta, and it is andoiataell 
that proposals for combating this dangerous discase will shortly be 
submitted to Government. The other most notable outbreak of glanders was 
at Dumka, where steps were promptly taken to suppress the disease. Rinderpest 
too was ae in Jee: — ‘ee in Calcutta. ts the mufassal it does “not 
appear to have been abni ly active, yet it is rted thet in one district 
plone'it carried off no less than 27,000 cattle. Tf these were worth only Rs. 10 
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each, the loss to the district was Rs. 2,70,000 ; and the maintenance of an 
even insignificantly successful veterinary staff in the district would have 
been a pradent — — : 

8. Experiments.—An outbreak of rinderpest during the year at a large farm 
under European management afforded a favourable opportunity for testtag the 
value of inoculation with bile as a preventive, and the results appear to fully 
justify the extension of experiments with this substance, but this excellent 
method will probably not for some time, owing to Hindu prejudices, be vi 
extensively employed. In addition, other experiments which fave been repor 
to Government were conducted during the year and appear to promise results of 
interest. i 

9. Improvement of stock.—The progress made in this direction was the least 
satisfactory feature of the work of the department during the year; but a 
scheme is under consideration for the opening of a breeding farm at Pusa in 
Darbhanga, which, it is hoped, will ultimately result in the steady supply of 
suitable bulls for the province. In the direction of horse-broeding it has 
been decided, with reluctance, that little can be done to counteract climatic 
and other adverse influences, 

10, *The Lieutenant-Governor thanks Veterinary-Major Raymond for his 
conduct of the affairs of the department, in developing which he has been 
equally energetic and successful. j

The net revenue shows an increase of Rs. 1,14,967, or an increase of 
2:3 per cent, against an increase of 2°9 per cent. in the previous year. Tho 
gross receipts, including advance payments and excess collections, and makin, 
allowance for various adjustments, amounted to Rs. 52,00,337, of whiel 
Rs. 50,73,679 represent the receipts on account of the current demand for the 


ear. 

” 2. There was an increase in the final demand in all the districts, except 
Dacca, Hazaribagh, Bankura, Burdwan, Purnea, Muzaffarpur, Faridpur, 
Darjeeling, and Rajshahi, but in none of these districts did the percentage of 
decrease exceed 5:9, except in Dacca which shows a decline of 19:4, This is 
ascribed to the depressed condition of the jute trade during the year. In other 
cases, the causes given for the decrease are fortuitous, and call for no special 
comment, Enhanced assessments and the discovery of new assessees, combined 
with the comparative agricultural prosperity of the year, produced an increase 
in all districts other than those named above. 

3, Assessments——The number of villages (a street in Calcutta is held to be 
a village for this purpose) visited by the assessors was 72,647 against 74,519 
during the preceding year, showing a decrease of 1,872, The decrease is 
examined in detail by the Board, and it appears to be due to accidental 
causes. The number of persons finally assessed was 116,720 against 113,785, 
showing an increase of 2‘6 percent, The decrease in Faridpur (68) is said 
to be due to the weeding out of improper assessments made in former years. 
But it is observed that the Deputy Collector’s own work showed a marked 
decrease, while the exemptions on revision amounted to 3°8 per cent. and the 
number of successful objections was 42-7 per cent. It is apparent that there is 
much room for improvement in the work of this district. lcutta again heads 
the list with an increase of 1,517 p , followed by Midnapore, Monghyr, 
Khulna, Gays, Bhagalpur, Puri, Mymensingh, and Darbhanga with increases 


from 200 to 100, "A decrease occurred in 14 districts against 15 in the 
year, but in no case was it as high as 100.

Notwithstanding an increase in the ‘total number of assessees and in the 
final demand, the ditferent classes of coercive process for realisation of the tax 
show a general decrease, an indication that the tax was levied with less friction 
and trouble than in the preceding Spee ‘The proportion of warrants issued 
to the number of persons assessed does not exceed 10 per cent. in a single 
district. The high percentage in Jessore, noticed in last year’s Resolution 
which was attributed to the htigious nature of the people, and to the fact that 
the assessor had become too well acquainted with the district, has been 
reduced, since the transfer of the officer in question, from 12°2 to 5:6, 

The largest number of sales Repored, was in Rangpur (65), Dinajpur (31), 
Khulna (22), and Jessore (20). The two districts first named have, for some 
years, had an unenviable prominence in the sale list, and it seems evident from 
the detailed analysis in paragraph $2 of the report that in the former district . 
sales were held in some cases where they should not have been. The Board 
have recently revised the procedure for realisation of the tax from persons who, 
having been assessed on the basis of the previous year’s assessment, die before 
the tax is realised; and trust that their orders will operate to minimise sales in 
districts where they have hitherto been largely resorted to.

A glance at the fi in column 14 of Return No. VII appended to the 
report will show how the incidence of the tax varies even in adjoining districts, 
These variations attracted the attention of Governmont in 1898, and the 
Board were asked to consider whether assessments in the various districts were 
made on a uniform basis. Their report, which has been separately received, 
examines this question in detail. It is shown that many apparent inequalities 
are capable ae explanation; and that, taking the province as a whole, there 
is no reason to believe that any district is conspicuously under or over-assessed. 
The personal equation of the assessor cannot of course be entirely eliminated, 
especially while, as is stated to be the case at present, these men are without 
any practical knowledge of trade or industry, and are selected because they 
possess a certain amount of school knowledge. It is minimised, however, by 
periodical transfers, and as time goes on, it will no doubt be found possible to 
obtain for the Department a class of officers possessing m<re of the qualifications 
nen. for the post. Complete uniformity can of course only be attained 

ually. 

: In this connection the Board were also invited to consider whether a 
system of utilising non-official assessors in income tax work could, as in the 
No:th-Western Provinces, be uséfully adopted in Bengal. The Board were 
of opinion that, while non-official assistance should be utilised to the fullest 
degree, provided there was nothing f-rmal about it, the plan of formal! 
associating non-officials with the assessor wax, so far as Bengal is conesiel 
to be deprecated. In this view the Lieutenant-Governor concurs.

or fabricated accounts of income are stated to, be far too common, but to be as 
a rule impossible to prove in Court. One prosecution on this charge was 
instituted during the year, and is still pending. :

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLUGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF JULY 1900, 


General weather conditions from day to day.—Pressure at the beginning of the month 
was low over the whole province, the area of lowest pressure being in the north-west 
conformably with the direction followed by the storm which hal passed over Bengal during 
the last week of the preceding month. Ordinary monsoon conditions reevalict over the 
Bay, but inland over the west of the province the Lien was small, and consequently 
exoupt in the east of the Innd area, little rain was falling. The gonoral character of the 
distribution remained practically unchanged with but slight fluctuations till the 6th of the 
month, and though the pressure was everywhere below the normal, the defect was almost 
uniform, so that the ient of the monsoon current was normal for the period of the . 

The rainfall was fluctuating in amount, but fairly general with the exception of tho first 
two or three days, when fair weather prevailed in Bihar, Chota Nagpur, and the adjacent 
western districts of Bengal. Temperature was for the first few days iu excess in the western 
districts and in defect in the eastern, but a gradual change took place by which these conditions 
wore reversed on the Sth, On the 6th slight signs of a disturbance showed themseives in the 
north west angle of the Bay ; but though this developed in the course of the next few days 
into a fairly well-marked depression at the head of the Bay, the strength of the monsoon current 
in the Bay it*elf remained remarkably uniform, and in the absence of enforcement from 
behind, the depression failed to develop, and passed inland on the 10th, withont ever acquiring 
the intensity of a cyclonic storm. its disappearance the distribution over the Bay 
and the province again reverted to its former normal character, So slight, indeed, was the 
disturbance that the weather was hardly affected by it, Rainfall continued general, though 
light, and it was only on the 9th, é.c., the day on which the depression was passing inland, 
that heavier rain commenced to fall in the eastern districts. ‘Temperature during the 
whole of this period remained remarkably steady and slightly in excess of the normal, 
the temporary defect noticed ou the 5th in the west having ily disnppeared and the 
western districts having equally with the eastern come under the influence of higher tempera- 
ture. ‘That the mean temperature was during this period above the average was no doubt 
due to the intermittent character of the rainfall—bright intervals of sunshine alternating 
with bursts of rain. With the exception of a very slight strengthening of tho current, the 
general character of the distribution over the Bay had dari this period been remarkably 
steady, and on the 11th of July conditions over tho Bay and the province were but little 
different from those at the beginning of the month. On the 12th a sudden fall of pressure over 
the whole area, the fall being Soars in the east of the province, coupled with the abnormal 
directions of the winds at the head of the Bay, seemed to indicate the development of a fresh 
disturbance in that quarter. On this occasion the disturbance grew with great rapidity, and 
after 24 hours had developed into a well-marked cyclonic storm of small intensity to the 
sonth of Saugor Island, which at once began to move from its place of formation. The pressure 
at the centre of the depression was never below 29:25 inches, the speed with which it 
formed, and began to move from the place of its origin, preventing it from developing into a 
storm of any severity. Its centre moved with great ee through Ohota Nagpur and 
Bihar. The rainfall which accompanied its p was for tho most part light, the only 
heavy rainfall which can be directly attributed to its influence taking place in Orissa on the 
12th, where n fall of # inches was recorded at False Point. ‘The slight acocntuation, 
howovor, of monsoon conditions which it nced gave rise for x day or two to more 

enoral distribution of rainfall of a moderate character over the whole province. With 
the cloudy weather, moreover, which prevailed Sees period, temperature geaeelly 
fell, aud on the 16th the mean temperature was everywi practically normal. Ordinary 
monsoon conditions now prevailed and continued from the 15th to the 18th. The 
rainfall was fairly goneral and in the eastern districts heavy. There was a tendency, 
jhowover, for the rainfall area to withdraw d. this period from Orisea, Chota Nagpur and 
South-West Bengal, owing to the area of relatively low pressure moving more to the eact and 
north of the province, The cloudy weathor prevailing caused the fal! in temperature to oon- 
tinue, and on the 18th it was am almost general defect. From the 18th pressure conditions over 
the Bay and provinces began gradually to change. At first the baromoter fell slowly over the 
south of the Bay and then rose briskly over the province. ‘These changes resulted in the 
establishment in the course of a fow days of an area of almost uniform ure over the whole 
of the Bay, On the 20th the area to the south of latitude 20° was under the domination of 
uniform pressure, and a complete withdrawal of the monsoon current had taken place, Still a 
moderately ‘steep gradient lingered over the province, and good—in some cases heavy— 
rain continued to tall over the east and north. After the 21st, however, an additional rise 
took place in the pressure over the province, and this, combined with a falling or a stead: 
‘ba omoter in the south of the Bay, finally resulted in the complete on the 25th 
of the caro ee me only pe age but pre di the province. The unsettled 
condition, however, which prevailed wi e809 were taking place, caused the

It was only in fact on the 24th, whed the withdrawal of the monsoon was nearly 
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that the influence of this withdrawal became apparent in the almost complete absenco of 
rain from the province. No sooner, however, had thi is uniformity of pressure fully established 
itself, than indications of a fresh inrush of monsoon winds from the south appearod, 
avd before the end of the month the gradient over the Bay and province had recovered 
its normal steepness, As is usual when a fresh advance of the Bay current takes place, 
it was heralded by the formation of a small oyclonic storm. As early as the 27th a 
depression appeared to be forming in front of the advancing monsoon, bat the energy of tha 
air current behind being insufficient to caus it to develop, it disappeared on the following 
day, only to be replaced by another on the 30th, which, owing to the incrowsed vitality 
of the monsoon in the interval, intensified on the Sist into a small eyclonic storm. Only for 
a period of some two or three days did the province remain practically without rain, As soon 
as signs of a fresh advance appoured, showers again began to be received ; but though the 
precipitation was in some cases heavy, the rainfall to the end of the month was for the most 
part light and scattered, On the 18th there was general defect of temperature, and ow'n, 
to the continued rainfall this defect increased still more in the east and north-east, while 
in the west and south-west, where the rainfall diminished, it gradually grew less, so that on 
the 21st mean temperature was below the normal in the former and above the normal in the 
latter regiovs. From the 2lst to the 28rd temperature fell slightly in the west of the 
province, but after this rainfall conditions becoming less favourable, the temperature rose 
above the normal everywhere, and with slight temporary fluctuation in the east and the north 
of the province remained so till the end of the month. 

General features of the monthly weather.—Tho most characteristic feature of the monthly 
weather is tho very steady distribution of the pressure for the greater part of the period 
under review. A steady, though perhaps not very strong, monsoon prevailed for almost the 
whole of the month. The uniform character of the weuther was broken only by a very brief 
withdrawal of the current during the l.tter half of the month and by only two smull 
disturbances at the head of the Bay in the oarlicr part, if we leave out of consideration 
the storm which occurred on the last day of the month, as this letter chiefly affroted the 
weather in Angust. Of these two disturbances, one was of so feeble a character as hardly 
to influence the weather at all, while the other developed and moved from the plave of its 
formation so quickly thot it only formed a feature of the weather for a day or two at most. 
Moreover, the influence which it exerted on the latter was also of the slightest. Tho com- 
plete withdrawal of the monsoon ourrent towards the end of the month, oocurring as it did 
at a timo when great anxiety was being felt asto the behaviour of the monsoon of 1900, was 
naturally caloulated to provoke a considerable amount of alarm, but the grent rapidity 
with which normal conditions were re-established confirm the evidones we have from other 
parts of India that the monsoon current of 1900. thongh for the most part retarded in 
its advance, has been one of considerable depth and energy. 

Pressure summary.—Owing chiefly to the excessive rise which ooourred in the third week 
of the month, the mean pressure for the whole period has been slightly above the normal. 
During the first-half of the month there was general, though not excessive, defect. In the 
third week, however, a sharp rise began ani continued almost unchecked till the 25th, 
causitig the pressure for this period to be largely in excess. ‘The fall which then commenced 
and continued to the end of the month was insufficient completely to counteract this 
excssive rise, 

Temperature summa’ y.—Mean maxima and minima temperatures have been above the 
average in South-West Bengal, South Uihar, Chota Nagpur, Orissa and the southern portion 
of East Bengal, the excess amounting to 26° at Cuttack and below the average in North 
Bihar, Assam, North Bengal and tho ter part of East Bengal, the greatest defect from 
the minimum, é¢., 3-4, occurring at Dhubri. The line of division betweea excess and defect 
of temperature separates very nearly those regions which have received rain above the average 
and thove where the rain has been less than usual. 

Rainfall.—The rainfall over the greater part of the province, as will be seen from tho 
above summary, was fairly continuous aud well distributed, The two small stormy wh'ch 
ocourréd in the first-half of the month had, as have been pointed out, but little influence 
on the weather, so that the rain which fell, being due to ordinary monsoon conditions 
and consequently more evenly distributed, was likely to be of a more beveficial charac er than 
4 sudden precipitation caused by the passage of a cycionie storm. South-West Bengal 
and Chota Nagpar suffered somewhat owing to the moisture-laden winds being diverted 
for a certain period from these districts, and in consequence the amount received has been 
below the sormal, Bankura, Howrah and Hooghly districts have suffered most in South- 
West Bengal .In Chota Nagpur the jercentage of the normal amount has been 61 
and in South-West Bengal 79; North Bengal has received 122 per cont. and Hast 
Bongal 112 per cent.; but while almost all districts of the former have received the benefit of 
the excess fall, in the latter Chittagong aud the Chittagong Hill Tracts are in consideruble 
defect. Bihar has received 98 cent., but the distribution here has been uneven, Patna 
and Gaya districts having roceived considerably less and Bhaga par and Purnea ¢ noiderably 
more tka usnal. Orista is practically ‘normal, having reveived 99 por cevt., but here too 
excess in the, Cuttack district makes up for deficiency in Puri. 4 ean i

A memorandum, No. 633B., dated the 4th August 1900, from the Board of Revenue, 
submitting statistical information regarding the Stamp Department for the year 
1899-1900, 

The receipts, charges, and net revenue in 1899-1900, under the Indian 
Stamp Acts, 1 of 1879 and IT of 1899, and the Cuurt-fees Act, VII of 1870, 
were I's. 1,82,81,507, Rs. 5,01,939 and Rs. 1,77,79,568, respectively, against 
Rs, 1,73,81,080, Rs. 4,84,670 and Rs 1.68,96,410 in the preceding year. The 
increase in receipts occurred in both judicial and non-judicial stamps. 

2. According to the figures furnished by the Superintendent of Stamps, 
which are subject to adjustment with the final figures compiled by. the 
Avcountant-General, Bengal, the sale-proceeds of non-judicial stamps show a 
not increase of Rs, 2,78,119, which was contributed by all classes of stamps, 
except notarial and advocate, vakil and attorney stamps. ‘The revenue derived 
from the sale of impressod sheets, the most important of the non-judicial 
stamps, amounted to Rs. $2,55,526, against Rs. 31,83,092 in the preceding 
year. This amount, however, is considerably below the average of the 
preceding three years, during two of which scarcity, by compelling numerous 


* transfers of land, caused an abnormal increase in the revenue from this source. 


The incrcase on last year’s figures was divided among 26 districts; there 
being a decrease in 21. The largost increases were in Gaya (Its, 30,174), 
Calcutta (Rs. 15,009), Burdwan (Rs, 10,790), Tippera (Rs. 9,958) and Jessore 
(Rs. 8,309). The increase in Calcutta is due to the purchase of stamps 
of large values for transfer of mufassal properties, while in Burdwan it is 
said to be due partly to the enhanced stamp duty chargeable on perpetual 
leases under the new Stamp Act, which came into force with effect from the 


Ast July 1899, and partly to the sale-proceeds of an increased number of 


leaders’ and mukhtars’ certificates. Impressed labels, which are used only in 
Paloutta, improved by Rs, 1,27,264, owing to the enhancement of the stamp 
duty payable on awards in partition cases and on leases granted in perpetuity, 
to general increaso of business and to the transfer and mortgage of certain 
tea estates for large considerations. The revenue derived from the sale of 
receipt or one-anna stamps improved by Rs. 17,380, the largest increase 
occurring in Calcutta, The liability of all local fund cheques, irrespective of 
their amounts, to vay 2 duty under the new Act is the main factor in account- 
ing for this increase, Owing to the briskness of the share market in consequence 
of the rise in the price of coal and jute shares, there was a large increase 
in Calcutta in the sale of share transfer and foreign bill stamps. The revenue 
derived from the sale of Aundi or bill-of-exchange stamps amounted to 
Rs, 1,02,632, against Rs, 78,606 in 1898-99. The la increase (Is. 19,924) 
occurred in Calcutta, and is attributed by the Board ehiefly to the institution 
of a number of criminal prosecutions against native traders in Calcutta and 
the mufassal for drawing /undis on paper bearing only one-anna receipt

E Nagpur Railway, wwhich Bh given fo many facilities to the trade by land that 
the sea-trade fell off, consequently ‘the number of steamers and country 

vessels plyin Ieutta; Balasore and Puri, diminished peeetaetiy.

P towards the western ide of India. 
In consequence of this heavy fall in revenue, which ‘entails a corre- 
sponding contribution from Provincial revenues, the Commissioner of the 
ivision was called upon. to submit suggestions as to the manner in which 
» reduction of expenditure might be effected. . 

From the figures of revenue shown above, it appears, however, that the 
largest decrease bas been in, the port of False Pojnt, and the only reason 
given is that the exportation of rice was on a smaller scale than in the previous 
year, owing to the famine in the Central Provinces and other parts of India, 
which took away a large quantity of rice to these places by railway. ‘This 
is no doubt correct, but it is probable that the railway will continue to carry a 
large portion of the trade of the district, and under these circumstances, it’ is 
unlikely that the sea-trade of False Point will ever fully recover itself, and if 

. exponditure is maintained at the same rate, the Local Government will be 
required to make annual contributions for the up-keep of the port. It has been 
decided that the ore of Puri shall pay a contribution of Rs. 600 a year towards 
ce salary of the Port Officer, but this will not help mnch towards reduging the 

cit.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
; TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 

TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF AUGUST 1900. 

General weather conditions from day to day—On the Ist of August the cyclonic 
storm, which had formed at the head of the Bay, passed inland in the neighbour- 
hood of Balasore. The distribution of pressure was naturally irregular, but the mean 
pressure was below the normal, except in the north-east of the proyinos. The depres- 
sion passed quickly to the north-west, but was accompanied by comparatively little rain 
in the districts through which it passed, while the parts of the province which wore 
distant from its path were for the time being rainless. The influence of the storm had 
ceased by the 8rd of the month, and ordisary monsoon conditions then prevailed. Pressure 
on that date was everywhere below the normal, and though a general rise took place, 
continued to be so till the 6th, when the whole province came once more under the inflaence 
of high pressure. With the re-establishment of ordinary monsoon conditions rainfall became 
fairly general, though for the most part light. Temperature had in the meantime varied 
irregularly, and on the morning of the 6th the deviation from the normal was nowhere 
great, though there was «slight excess in the northern parts of the aon After the 6th 
pressure began to give way, and weather conditions becoming unsettled again at the head of 
tho Bay, finally led to the formation of a small cyclonic storm off the Orissa coast. The 
storm developed but slowly and did not reach its greatest intensity before the morning of 
the 11th, when its centre was in the immediate vicinity of Falee Point. It crossed the 
coast on the same day and passed rapidly inland in the direction of the Central Provinces. 
Proesure distribution owing to the storm became again very irregular, and pressure fell of 
course largely below the normal in the immediate vicinity of the depression. Even in those 
parts of the provinoe more remote from its influence it continued comparatively low, and on 
the morning of the 12th was below the normal everywhere, except in the extreme north-east 
of the province. During this period the rainfall, except in Orissa, was scqoetnely light. The

south-west of Saugor Island and moving in the direction of Balasore, The storm proved 
to be one of exceptional severity for the period of the year, the lowest recorded pressure 
being at Balasore, near which station the centre passed at about 5 p.m. on the 18th, the 
barometer then reading 28874, From tho records obtained from the various light-ships, 
it would appear, moreover, that a calm area existed in the central region of the storm, a 








characteristic usually absent from the cyclonic storms which form during the rainy season.”

. Goneral féatures of the weather.—An unusual number of storms formed during the month 
at the head of the Bay. None of them, however, exercised abeneficiul influence on the 
rainfall. Three of the storms crossed the Orissa coast in the neighbourhood of Balasore, 
while the fourth passed inland somewhat further to the south near False Point. In no case 
were they accompanied by very heavy rain during their Passage inland, while during their 
development, which was in almost every vase slow, the rainfall was naturally diverted from 
the greater part of the provinee. Orissa, which was not only near the seat of formation, 
but also in the direct track of each of the storms, received rain in large excess, while Chota 
_ Nagpur and South-West Bengal, though affected sine did not quite receive their 
normal amount. In tho rest of the province the rainfall fell far short of the ordinary: 
hence though during almost the whole month the gradient in the Bay was steeper than in 
July, the rainfall in the latter was much more near the normal than in the former month. 

Pressure summary.—It will be noticed from the above report that during the greater 
part of the month the pressure was below the normal. A sharp recovery, it is true, took 
place after each storm, but it was in each case shortly followed by a frosh decline preluding 
the advance of a new disturbance. The average pressure for the wonth is in consequence 
below the normal oyer the whole province, the defect being very slight in North Bengal, but 
increasing towards the south and reaching a maximum of 0°60 inch at Saugor Island. 

Temperature summary—Owing to the uneven distribution of the rainfall, moan 
temperature has been nearly normal in Orissa, and very slightly above the normal in Chota 
Nagpur and South-West Bengal. Elsewhere there has been pepe exoess, especially in 
North-East Bongal, where it amounts to 8° at Jalphiguri. Both day and night temporatures 
contribute to this excess, but the day temperatures have been more affected than tho night by 
the abnormal conditions. 

Rainfall.—As already pointed out, the rainfall has not been evenly distributed as was the 
case last month, but has beon ria ne by the influence of the cyclonic storms which 
formed at the head of the Bay. South-West Bengal received 91 per cent. of the normal, 

having been considerable defect in the northern portions o: the division, while in the 
southern there was excess. North and Hast Bengal and Bihar all fell largely short of the 
normal, the rainfall in the first-named division being only 47 per cent. of the normal. All 
the districts shared in the deficiency. In Ohota Nagpur, taken asa whole, the rainfall was 
nearly normal, but this was due to an excess of over 30 per cent. in Singhbhum, the 
other districts all reporting a slight deficiency. In Orissa alone was there superabundant 
rainfall, amounting to 74 per cont. above the normal. 

The comparison of the-actual rainfall in the various large divisions of the province with - 
the normal is most acourat and. oonveniently shown in the form of a percentage. ‘I'he 
gases representing the ruinfall for the month, calculated in this way, are included in the 
table below under the heading of August. This table really gives a condensed summary of 
the rainfall statistics of the present year up to date for each meteorological division, the first 
eight columns giving the sctual ayerage rainfalls in each division in each mouth expressed 
as a percentage of the normal, while the ninth oolumn gives the total rainfall for the first 
eight months expressed as a percentage of the normal rainfall for that period :—

The value of stores imported on behalf of Government rose from Rs. 1,80,77,447" 
in the previous year to Rs. 2,55,21,289, showing an'increase of Rs. 74,43,842, 
or 41 per cont. “This increase is ascribed to hea’ Sea of railway waterial, 
in whieh, owing to the rise in prices in England, the receipts during the 
previous year had been smaller than usual. The ‘total value of the foreign 
export trade in Indian produce shows an increase of Rs; 4,31,21,824, or 9 per 
“cent: The improvement was exclusivelyin free goods, owing to heavy ‘ship- 
ments of hides, raw jute, tea, and opium. Owing to restricted shipments 

of silver to Ceylon and Mauritius, the cet of treasure fell by Rs. 36,37,121, 
or 47,per cent. The value of exports of Government stores shows an increase 
of Res. 2,73,037, due to extensive shipments of apparel, arms and ammunition, 
and copper. As in. previous years, there were no exports of treasure on 
account of Government. In the coasting trade there was a decline of 5 per 
cent, in the yalue of imports of merchandise, while the value of exports of 
merchandise improved by 14 per cent. owing to the demand for grain for the 
famine-stricken districts of Western India, Including Government transac-

It has 
Toon stimulated by the establishment of a direct line of steamers. Exports of 
hides and raw jute haye risen enormously, and tea shows an increase of 
44 lakhs, The trade with ped shows a slight advance of “7 per cent. 
during the past year. The noticeable feature in the imports from Germany is 
the great falling off in the value of imports of German sugar. This trade, 
which had already been seriously affected by Austrian competition, has, since 
the imposition of the countervailing duties, suddenly become almost extinct. 
The advance in exports from Calcutta to schrieb of raw jute and the fall 
in exports of jute manufactures seem to indicate that the jute-manufacturing 
industry in Germany is develene: and that she is able more largely to supply 
her own requirements. As in the previous year, China occupies the fou 
place, her share in the trade being 5:78 against 5°86 per cent. in the previous 
year. ‘The total yalue of fteaite, however, shows a considerable advance , 
(8°9 per cent.) on the total value of the previous year’s trade. The value 
of opium despatched to China stood at Rs. 2,99,67,525 agent Rs, 2,55,47,785 
in the previous year, showing an increase of Rs, 44,19,740. The most 
remarkable feature of the China trade is an increase of eight lakhs in the value 
of imported sugar- Tho Straits Settlements come next, and have changed places 
with Ceylon, The total value of the trade with the Straits shows an increase 
of 10°3 per cent, during the year, and is the highest ever recorded. It should be 
borne in mind, however, that statistics of trade with the Straits. are deceptive, 
and that much of it is due to the ae Rage Singapore is an important port of 
transhipment. The value of trade with Ceylon was i higher than that 
of the previous year, showing an increase of “9 per cent. ‘Theincrease was in 
imports, and was entirely due to larger im portations of treasure, which consisted 
mostly of Australian gold transhipped at Colombo. The increase of 27-3 
cent. in the trade with Australia is attributable oy to the larger importation 
of treasure and to tbe increased shipments from Caleutta of jute manufactures 
and of Indian tea. The most noticeable feature of the trade with Australia 
was the importation into Caléutta, for the first time, of a considerable amount of 
wheat, The trade with France increased by 46 per cent. This is due to the 
demand for raw jute for France, created by the recent establishment of a jute 
| at Marseilles, and to an increase in the exports of hides and ski 
linseed, raw silk and indigo. Imports direct from France are not important an 
consist chiefly of articles of See The increase of 6'2 per cent. in the total 
value of the trade with Austria-Hungary, in spite of a falling off of 12} lakhs 
in the value of sugar imported from that country, is accounted for mainly 
the larger shipments of raw jute and raw hides. “The trade with Belgium f 
off by 10°2 per cent. owing principally to the smaller receipts of metals and 
toa of 11 lakhs in the exports of rapeseed. was, however, an 
increase of 6} lakhs in exports of Indian wheat. The trade with Italy 
increased by 25:2 per cent., owing chiefly to an increase in the value of 
cotton ard imported from that country. The exports of Indian produce 
to Italy also increased. The falling off of 29 per cent. in the Mauritius trade 
is attributed to the smaller exports of treasure, grain and pulse, and to the 
diminution in the value of sugar imported from that country. ’

The total imports of cotton goods, including twist and yarn, exceeded those 
of the year 1898-99 by about 121 lakhs of rupees, or 8 per cent. The marked 
fall in the value of imports under twist and yarn is attributed chiefly to over- 
supplies in 1897-98, and partly to the larger shipments of cheap cloth to India, 
due to the low prices of American cotton. regards the increase under 
cotton goods, the Collector of Customs writes :— 

“The leading factors which contributed to this satisfactory result were cheap cotton and 
na stable exchange. As was anticipated last year, the Lancashire industry has ene profit- 
able results, it Tring well known that the majority of manufacturers took adventage of 
the price at which the raw material ruled at the close of 1898 to book a large and satisfactory 
business for shipments extending over 1899 on orders transmitted from Calcutta. Ono 
result of these increasingly large orders, however, has been overbooking in Lancashire, 
followed by delayed shipments, which has formed the subject of a joint remonstrance from 
the Indian Chambers of Commerce. At the close of 1899 the famine, which rapidly 
developed in the interior, suddenly shut off outlets for consumption, and it is not surpris- 
ing that excessive stocks are being indicated. This is likely to seriously affect the trade 
in 1900-1901. It may be remarked that the im tion of American piece-goods fell off by 
69°5 per cent, ; but the trade in theso is com: ively insignificant.” 

The increase of 8°8 per cent. in the value of metals in spite of a decrease 
of 23 in quantity is ascribed to the very high prices which prevailed in 
England on account of scarcity of raw serial ake dearness of coal. There 
‘was an increase of 6°3 per cent. in quantity and 8:2 per cent, in value of imports 
of mineral oil as compares, with the preyious year, This was mainly due to 
the re-appearance in the market, after an interval of two years, of Russian oil 
from Noyorussick, and to larger importations from Batoum and the countries 
grouped as “Other countries.” Oil from Sumatra has now altogether dis- 
ap) the wells that were working there having been exhausted. Machinery 
and. mill-work fell off by 2°9 per cent. in value, he decrease being ascribed 
to the absence of demand for new machinery, oat the imports of steam 
engines and boilers advanced considerably.

‘The Collector of Customs notices the flourishing 
condition of the import trade in German white spirit, intended for the concoction 
of spurious brandy and whisky, ‘The total importation of wine has fallen from 
109,715 gallons in 1898-99 to 103,389 gallons, showing a decrease of 5:8 per 
cent. Amongst other imports, apparel improved by 18°7 per cent,, drugs and 
medicines by 5°1 per cent. aigetonltaral implements by 12°5 per cent., and 
umbrellas by 13:4 per cent, in value, while matches declined by 7-3 per cent. 
The increase in apparel is ascribed to the growing demand for cheap hosiery 
and clothing, and that in en implements to high prices of metal and to 
demands from the famine districts. The decline in matches is attributed to the 
surplus stocks from the preceding year. 

8. Luports from Caleutta—The total value of exports from Calcutta to 
foreign countries, including treasure, bat excluding Government transactions, 
rose from Rs, 45,73,81,087 to Rs, 49,97,51,196, showing an increase of

nevertheless, much pe (ul than in any of the five years preceding 1898-99. 
‘The exports of raw silk increased by 235 per cent., fain were higher than 
those of any other year in the decade. the total exports of raw cotton 
were 282 per cent. less than those of the previous year on account of the 
short crop in India and a reduction in the price of the American product, but 
this fall was ese panied by larger shipments of cotton twist and yarn. 

9. Zveasure. There was an increase of 81°4 per cont. in the value of the 
net imports of gold and silvor into Calcutta, The importation of gold 
increased by 58*5 per cent. and that of silver by 182°2 per cent. The exports 
of gold were, as usual, nominal, and there was a decrease of 47°2 per cont. 
in the exports of silver, owing principally to the cessation of exports to 
Mauritius. 

10. Subordinate ports.—The total value of the foreign trade of the port of 
Chittagong fell from Rs. 68,25,931 to Rs. 65,41,245, showing a decline of 
Rs, 2,84,686, or 4*1 per cent. This too place both in imports (7°7 per cent.) 
and exports (3°5 per cent,), and is attributable chiefly to smaller receipts of salt 
from the United Kingdom, to the smaller import of kerosine oil from America, 
and to short shipments of raw jute to the United Kingdom and Hamburg.

The 
imports of liquors from foreign and Indian ports fell off by 64 and 31 per cent., 
respectively. In the coasting trade the imports increased owing to heavy 
importations of Hangoon kerosine oil, while the larger shipments of country 
goods, viz., rice paddy, principally to Bombay and Cochin, and raw 
cotton, chiefly to Narayanganj and utta, caused a rise in the value of the 
exports. ; 
rey was a large falling’ off in the total value of the trade, both foreign 
and coasting, at the Orissa ports. Tho, decrease was common to all three 
ports, and is said to have been due chiefly to the ing of new railway 
communication in Orissa, and to the removal eee large quantities of rice 
to the famine-stricken districts in the Central Provinces.
